NKOA To Oppose Inclusion Of Knits 
On GATT Tariff Bargaining List 


Sidney S. Korzenik, executive director and counsel of the Na- 
tional Knitted Outerwear Association, will oppose any further 
reduction of duties on knitted outerwear when he appears for 
the Association at the hearings before the Tariff Commission and 
the Committee for Reciprocity Information, which are to begin 


in Washington on July 11. 

Several classifications of knit- 
ted outerwear are included in 
the list of articles which will 
be made the subject of trade 
bargaining when United States 
representatives meet with dele- 
gates from 27 other nations to 
negotiate a new round of tariff- 
cutting in Geneva in September 
this year. In an analysis which 
Mr. Korzenik prepared for the 
board of directors, containing 
facts and figures, the following 
classifications of industry prod- 
ucts appear to be possible can- 
didates for tariff-paring: 

1. Hats, bonnets, caps, berets 
and similar articles, wholly or 
in chief value of wool and 
valued not over $2 per pound. 
The present duty applicable to 
this type of goods is 33 cents 
per pound and 22! percent ad 
valorem. 

2. Infants’ outerwear (in- 
cluding hats, bonnets, caps, 
berets and similar articles and 
sweaters) made wholly or in 
chief value of wool and valued 
over $2 per pound. This “bas- 
ket” grouping of infants’ outer- 
wear covers three separate 
commodity classifications. Dut- 
ies involved are 371% cents per 
pound plus 25 percent for some 
and 32 percent for other types. 

3. Sweaters and other outer- 
wear wholly or in chief value 
of wool (except hats, bonnets, 
caps, berets and similar arti- 
cles) not for infants, and valued 


over $2 but not over $5 per 
pound. The applicable duties at 
the present time are 372 cents 
per pound plus 30 percent ad 
valorem. 

4. Sweaters made wholly or 
in chief value of wool and 
valued over $10 per pound: 
This is a new product classifi- 
cation which does not appear 
in present schedules. It con- 
stitutes a part of the present 
classification which is defined 
as_ knitted outerwear made 
wholly or in chief value of wool 
and valued over $5 per pound. 
In the category of wool sweat- 
ers valued at over $5 per 
pound, Japan is today the chief 
foreign supplier, having dis- 
placed the United Kingdom. 
The same duties would apply to 
sweaters of this type valued 
over $10 per pound as present- 
ly apply to those valued over 
$5 per pound, no such distinc- 
tion having previously been 
made, the schedules presently 
providing 37 cents per pound 
and 20 percent ad valorem for 
all such goods valued over $5 
per pound. Since this classifi- 
cation is new, no information 
on the volume or the sources 
has hitherto been gathered by 
the United States Government. 

5. Wool knitted outerwear 
which is embroidered, orna- 
mented, or in any way embel- 
lished: The total imports in this

New Packaging Ideas Available For Knits 


By CHARLES REICHMAN, Editor 


SWEATERS, knit shirts, swimwear and other products of the 
industry may soon be marketed in scented polyethylene bags. This 
is one of a number of unique new ideas for wrapping knitwear re- 
cently developed by the packaging industry. Other innovations not 
quite as spectacular as the fragrant poly bags but equaily, if not 


more, significant are: 

e Improved polyethylene 
films with greater tear strength 
and enhanced clarity and print- 
ability. 

e New polypropylene packag- 
ing films having superior qua- 
lities to polyethylene at only 
slightly in excess of the cost of 
the latter. 

e Speedier, continuous-mo- 
tion polyethylene bag-making 
machines. 

e New poly wrappings especi- 
ally adaptable to sweaters, swim- 
wear and other knit items. 

The aromatic polyethylene 
bags are seen as offering many 
intriguing possibilities for knit- 
wear and swimwear packaging. 
Although on the market only 
a short time, these bags already 
have had a successful tryout 
in the hosiery field where their 
use by one manufacturing com- 
pany has sparked a 10 percent 
increase in sales. 

There is apparently no limit 
to the kind of fragrance which 
can be imparted to the bag; the 
scent can range from a delicate 
Chanel-like bouquet suitable for 
a ladies’ sweater poly bag to 
a more vigorous spicy pine 
aroma for a man’s sweater or 
knit shirt film package. 

Low Cost 

Whatever the scent desired, 
the poly bag maker introduces 
it in such a fashion that it be- 
comes an integral part of the 
polyethylene bag. The scent is 
locked into the polyethylene 
sheeting by mixing a perfume 
concentrate in with the regular 
poly film resin before extrusion. 
The cost of the aromatic addi- 
tive is low; it runs under 20 cents 
per thousand polyethylene bags. 

Although the range of films 
available for packaging sweaters 
and other knitwear items is to- 
day broader than ever before, 
polyethylene is still the packag- 
ing material most preferred by 
sweater and knit shirt producers. 
There has been some experi- 


mentation in the trade with Plio- 
film, Mylar, Saran and other 
sheetings but the relatively high 
cost of these packaging films as 
compared to polyethylene has 
barred their use in the industry. 

Some producers of luxury- 
class knitwear and swimwear, 
however, reportedly are explor- 
ing the possibility of utilizing 
vinyl bags for packaging their 
wares. While the price ticket on 
this type of film bag is consider- 
ably in excess of the conven- 
tional pliable polyethylene con- 
tainers, the cost has come down 
somewhat within the last year 
— at least, to a level which 
makes vinyl more feasible than 
up to now for packaging some 
of the more expensive knitwear 
and swimwear items. 

New Packages 

Several interesting new sweat- 
er and knit shirt packages have 
made their appearance on the 
market in the past year. One 
which has aroused particular 
trade interest permits wrapping 
of a sweater or knit shirt in 
unfolded form suspended from 
a hanger in a bag which follows 
the contour of the garment. 
This type of package is especi- 
ally suitable for the display of 
knitted garments on open racks 
of department stores or super- 
markets (See details in story on 
page 5.) 

Another new self-selection 
package idea which has pro- 
voked trade comment is one 
constructed in part of boxboard 
and polyethylene. The latter is 
used on the face of the carton 
to provide a see-through win- 
dow for the shopper. The value 
of the poly window is further 
enhanced by a die-cut opening 
which permits the shopper to 
feel the garment. 

Despite the interest shown in 
these two off-beat types of pack- 
ages, for the most part the pre- 
fabricated film bag continues to 
be favored by the majority of 
sweater and knit shirt makers. 


Most of these ready-made bags 
are, of course, purchased direct- 
ly from poly bag makers. A few 
mills in the industry, however, 
have their own bag-making ma- 
chines which automatically form 
a bag around a sweater, knit 
shirt or other knitwear items 
from a continuous supply of po- 
lyethylene sheeting. Although 
these machines have succeeded 
in speeding up the packaging 
operation in those mills where 
this equipment is installed, the 
general practice in the trade is 
to utilize compressed air bag- 
opening units for filling the pre- 
formed polyethylene bags. 

Not all mills, of course, are 
fully satisfied with this kind of 
equipment or even with the fast- 
er bag-making machines. As a 
result, the search continues 
among the larger knitwear 
houses for more completely 
automatic methods of packaging 
sweaters, knit shirts and knitted 
dresses than has been available 
so far. 

Swim Suit Packaging 

In the packaging of swim- 
wear, most firms in the indus- 
try rely heavily on the set-up 
box. This type package, they 
feel, is still the most economi- 
cal and desirable way for pack- 
aging a ladies’ swim suit or a 
pair of swim trunks. However, 
a number of firms have been 
experimenting with various 
types of polyethylene wrappings 
for their swimwear items. One 
particularly interesting applica- 
tion of polyethylene to swim 
suit packaging is a pouch de- 
veloped by McGregor-Doniger 
for its line of  Italian-styled 
swim shorts. The pouch is 
shaped in the form of a flap 
envelope and is closed by two 
Dot snap fasteners. The bar- 
rier quality of the polyethylene 
used in this bag is good so it 
can éasily be used as a contain- 
er for wet trunks. 

Under investigation by other 
swimwear firms is a poly bag in 
which the suit can be draped 
from a hanger and then hung 
on a rack in the retail store. 
This type of wrapping is com- 
parable to the poly covers that

Sweaters Packaged In Unfolded Form In New Poly Bag 


A NEW type of polyethylene bag for packaging its line of sweat- 
ers and knit shirts, has been developed by Baldwin Sportswear 


Company, 


Inc., New York City. The new packaging is designed 


to form a tight fitting plastic envelope around the sweater or knitted 
shirt, regardless of the shape or size. This is accomplished by auto- 


matic machinery which forms the 
polyethylene in accordance with 
the contour of the knitted gar- 
ment. The latter is not inserted 
into the envelope. Before the 
plastic is heat-sealed, a wire or 
cardboard hanger is inserted 
within the item so that it can be 
easily suspended from racks as a 
complete package unit. 

In order to allow the customer 
to feel the garment, an opening 
is left at the bottom of the pack- 
age which extends a few inches 
beyond the edge of the sweater 
or shirt. 

Since the plastic bag closely 
adheres to the garment’s outline, 
there is little possibility that it 
will become dislodged in han- 
dling. Also, it has been found 
that the garment is protected 
against creasing along the fold 
lines since the polyethylene 
which envelopes the sweater 
totally absorbs all creases. This, 
it is pointed out, means fewer 
markdowns and losses due to 
soiled and damaged merchan- 
dise, both for retailer and manu- 


i 


facturer. 

Baldwin’s new polyethylene 
bag made its successful debut on 
specially designed clothing racks 
at the Albany Public Market, 
Westgate Shopping Center, Al- 
bany, N. Y., last April. The pipe 
rack was constructed with a shelf 
overhead, where two torsos were 
displayed wearing sweaters. A 
mirror in the center was angled 
so that customers could view 
styles. 

Jack S. Glaser, president of 
Baldwin, feels that this pack- 
aging development may have as 
great or greater effect on the 
merchandising of sweaters and 
knit shirts than the introduction 
of the polyethylene bag some ten 
years ago. The protection af- 
forded the enclosed garment is 
complete, he points out. Soiling 
is not possible and the sweater 
does not have to be removed 
from the bag to be fully viewed 
and examined by the customer. 
Examination is made easier by 
the fact that there will be no

AMA To Sponsor 
Packaging Course 


A new one-week course in 
packaging management will be 
inaugurated by the American 
Management Association Oct. 
31, at the Hotel Astor in New 
York City. The new program, 
which will stress the applica- 
tion of management principles 
to modern packaging needs, is 
designed for managers who al- 
ready hold packaging responsi- 
bilities as well as for those who 
wish to increase their under- 
standing of the total packaging 
function. 

The course will consist of in- 
structional lectures and case 
studies as well as small-group 
discussion. In the project ses- 
sions, registrants will solve prob- 
lems taken from actual com- 
pany experiences and participate 
in a detailed exercise in total 
package planning and program- 
ming for new products. 

The first day of the course will 
consist entirely of lectures. 
They will cover the following 
topics: the dynamics of modern 
packaging, the principles and 
tools of management, packag- 
ing’s place in the company, and 
package and product public re- 
lations. 

Presentation on two topics, 
each followed by a project ses- 
sion, will take up the second 
day. Talks will cover managing 
the packaging dollar and meth- 
ods and standards for evaluating 
packaging. The third day will 
open with a discussion of pack- 
aging administration. the 
succeeding project session, reg- 
istrants will write a job descrip- 
tion for the packaging manager. 
Other addresses will cover pack- 
age research and development, 
package procurement, and pack- 
age design. 

At another project session, 
registrants will take part in a 
special exercise in which they 
will simulate package planning 
and programming for new prod- 
ucts. This exercise will be con- 
tinued on the fourth day follow- 
ing a presentation on package 
flow. Also on the agenda for the 
fourth day is a lecture on the 
roles of the package in market- 
ing.

Knitting Yarn Processing 


New Federal Spinning Plant Nears Capacity Operation 


SANFORD, N. C.—Federal Spinning Corporation’s new knitting 
yarn plant here is operating at 90 percent capacity with anticipated 
production set at more than 2,000,000 pounds of yarn yearly. 
The $1.000,000 installation which began operation last March 
features all new equipment for its American worsted Turbo stapler 


system. 
' Federal Spinning is headed by 
Bennett M. Berman, who is also 
president of Federal Yarn Corp., 
New York City. Berman, who 
acts as selling agent for Federal 
Spinning through Bennett M. 
Berman Associates, New York 
City, predicts the possibility of 
doubling the size of the Sanford 
operation within the next two to 
four years. 

Planned for maximum effi- 
ciency, the Sanford mill was 
more than half locally financed, 
and will produce knitting yarns 
of Orlon 42, Orlon Sayelle and 
other synthetic fibers, as well as 
blends with worsted-spun wool. 
Principal use of the product will 
be in the manufacture of sweat- 
ers, knitted dress goods and 
ladies’ and children’s knit outer- 
wear. Full production output will 
account for from three to five 
percent of the industry’s present 
production. 

Quality Control Lab 

Quality control evaluations of 
the yarn are made in a 40 by 
25 foot testing laboratory which 
maintains a constant tempera- 


ture of 72 degrees and a 65 
percent humidity. Laboratory 


equipment includes an evenness 
lester, count and twist testers, as 


well as devices for checking 
shrinkage and dye affinities. 

The production floor space of 
this straight line system is 
45,000 square feet with an addi- 
tional 5,000 square feet set aside 
for offices, employees locker 
rooms, supply rooms and a cafe- 
teria. Another 5,000 square feet 
is used as storage space. 

The building itself is of brick 
and concrete block construction, 
but to provide maximum free- 
dom from the accumulation of 
foreign matter, the inside wall 
construction of the production 
area is of glazed tile. The entire 
building, except the storage area, 
is air-conditioned and a com- 
plete sprinkler system is installed 
as protection against fire. 

Overhead ducts provide a 
vacuum system of lint disposal, 
and an American Monorail sys- 
tem is used for the cleaning of 
ceilings and overhead frames. 
The ceiling of the building is 
16 feet high. Fluorescent lighting 
throughout provides 60 to 70 
foot candle power.

facture. The process for syn- 
thetic fibers begins with the tow 
processed in the Turbo stapler 
and with purchased top for wool. 

Since operation of the mill 
began, additional equipment has 
continued to be added with the 
aim of bringing production to 
full peak. At the present time, 
there are three Turbo staplers 
in use together with one fiber 
setter. 

A system of three sets of pin 
drafters are in operation. Each 
pin draft set provides a breaker 
and intermediate and a finisher 


for a total of nine pin drafting 
machines. Blending of fibers is, 
ot course, done extensively on 
the pin drafters which can pro- 
vide more than 2,000 doublings. 
There are four roving frames 
in Operation, each of which has 
64 spindles. Fiber, roving or 
yarn awaiting processing is kept 
covered with polyethylene sheets 
as an added precaution against 
contamination by loose lint or 
dirt.

The Wildman Jacquard Company, here, 


has entered the circular rib yardgoods machinery field with a high 
production unit designated the Model JSD-24. The new entry 
appears to be prompted by increased demand Among knit yard- 
goods producers for fancy tubular rib fabric equipment. So far the 


availability of such equipment 
from domestic circular knitting 
machinery builders has been 
limited with the result that many 
knit yardgoods manufacturers 
have filled their need for such 
units by purchasing equipment 
from leading British, German 
and Swiss tubular machinery 
builders. 

The sole domestic rib yard- 
goods machines currently avail- 
able are two Supreme Knitting 
Machine Company units, the 
Models SAI/PP and IRW/2 and 
the well-known Model PR-19 of 
the Brinton division of Scott & 
Williams, Inc. The foreign ma- 
chines that have been favored 
up to now for the most part have 
been Bentley’s Model 4RD; Du- 
bied’s Wevenit B-24; and several 
Terrot’s models, especially the 
RMR, and the Morat and Fou- 
quet fancy pattern wheel rib 
machines 

Wildman Jacquard’s Model 
ISD-24 actually is an outgrowth 
of the company’s Model MLW, 


which has been extensively used 
up to now in the manufacture of 
elasticized swimwear fabrics. 
The new Model JSD-24 is a 30- 
inch cylinder and dial machine 
equipped with punch-card jac- 
quard mechanism on all 24 
feeds. This varies from ‘the 
Model MLW which is fitted with 
52-inch diameter pattern wheels 
on each of its 24 feeds. 


Wide Pattern Scope 

The jacquard control at each 
of the 24 feeds of the Model 
JSD-24 makes possible unlimited 
pattern scope with either single 
or double needle control up to 
14% cut. Actually, the machine 
can be turned out in 18 needles 
per inch comparable to the cuts 
in which the foreign fancy rib 
yardgoods machines are avail- 
able, but only double and not 
single needle control is possible 
on this finer cut version of the 
machine. 

Fabrics comparable to the so- 


called double jersey structures 
producible on the foreign units 
can be turned out on the new 
Model JSD. In addition, the 
machine can also produce pique, 
full rib, blister stitch, two, three- 
or four-color welt back and con- 
ventional twill back fabrics. 


Knits Elastic Cloth 


It can also be used like the 
Model MLW to turn out elastic- 
ized swimwear fabrics and it even 
can be employed for the manu- 
facture of terry cloth materials 
with a knit-in design. Produc- 
tion of the latter, however, re- 
quires some modification in the 
method of feeding the loop and 
the body or dial yarn. 

The Model JSD-24 comes 
with 12 four-color yarn chang- 
ers. The dial has double butt 
needles and the dial cap cam- 
ming has been arranged to per- 
mit the individual manual set- 
ting of the swing cams for knit- 
ting, tucking or welting. Re- 
arrangement of the back butt 
dial camming and front butt dial 
camming, the dial cap has been 
jig drilled. The cylinder cam- 
ming arrangement also permits 


manual setting of the gate cams 
for knitting, welting or tucking.

labels listing the generic names 
and percentages of their con- 
stituent fibers. The labels may 
be attached to any part of the 
product provided it remains 
conspicuous and is securely af- 
xed. With minor exceptions, 
all of the required information 
must be set forth on the same 
side of the label, clearly and 
conspicuously. 

The required statement of 
the proper family (generic) 
name of textile fibers will es- 
tablish order out of the recent 
chaotic system of labeling man- 
made textiles, Harvey H. Han- 
nah, chief of the FTC’s Divis- 
ion of Textiles and Furs, de- 
clared. 

“One of the chief purposes 
of the new law,” he said, “is to 
eliminate confusion existing in 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Full benefits from the Textile Prod- 
ycts Identification Act, which is now entering its fourth month, 
will be achieved only if consumers know what labels are supposed 
10 be affixed to products and what the names on the labels mean, 
the Federal Trade Commission emphasized. Under the new Act, 


the minds of consumers which 
is caused by the multitude of 
fiber trademarks and _ trade- 
names.” He _ explained that 
most consumers know the ma- 
jor properties and characteris- 
tics of the natural textile fibers 
(such as cotton, wool, linen, 
and silk) but that many of the 
newer manufactured fibers are 
known only by their fiber trade- 
marks or trade-names. 


There are now over 700 
trade-names for manufactured 
fibers, all of which may be 


classified within one or more 
of the 16 generic groups which 
have been defined by the Com- 
mission. 

The FTC established the list 
of generic names for manufac- 
tured fibers “to make things 
easier for the consumer,” Mr. 


Hannah said. Each generic cov- 
ers a Class of fibers which differ 
more or less widely in chemical 
composition as well as in cer- 
tain properties, just as the na- 
tural fibers “wool” and “cot- 
ton” differ widely in value, 
properties, and serviceability. 

Some of these generics are 
self-explanatory terms, such as 
rubber, glass, and _ metallic. 
Others are just as familiar — 
rayon, acetate and nylon. Some 
have been used in the past in 
conjunction with their respec- 
tive trademarks or trade-names, 
so they are not entirely strange 
to consumers. These are acry- 
lic, polyester and saran. The re- 
maining names are modacrylic, 
azlon, spandex, olefin, vinal, 
nytril, and vinyon. 

When these generic classifi- 


cations are properly under- 
stood, they will serve as guides 
to proper washing, drying, 


pressing temperatures, durabil- 
ity, and storage, Mr. Hannah 
pointed out. Although these 


Meaning Of Fiber Properties Outlined By FTC 


names are based solely on the 
fiber’s broad chemical contents, 
he said that it is possible for 
consumers to learn the charac- 
teristics and properties of the 
generic groups, such as are de- 
scribed in the accompanying 
list prepared by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The only instance in which 
generic names should not ap- 
pear on labels occurs when a 
fiber is present in a product in 
amounts of five percent or less. 
Fibers which are contained in 
such small percentages must be 
labeled as “Other Fibers.” This 
is advantageous to consumers 
since it prohibits any reference 
to a fiber which is used in so 
small a quantity as to increase 
an article’s price while adding 
little or nothing to its quality. 

Another advantage to con- 
sumers is the requirement that 
labels state the amount of each 
textile fiber present in the prod- 
uct. It is important to know the

Unique Treatment

Plaids 
are made up of navy red and 
gray; two tones of loden and 
black; and tan, brown and but- 
ternut. Another style, with body 
of herringbone or chevron strip- 
ing, has a shawl collar with one 
button placket and comes in 
three 3-tone combinations. Some 
shirts in this group have the 
trace cuff, a fold over and button 
style, made up in textured fab- 
ric of diamond pattern. 

In the two-button, fashroned 
collar styles for the 3 to 7 boys 
sizes, metallic gold thread has 
been used with a contrasting 
color to embroider chest em- 
blems of a cannon, horse’s head 
or cross sabers on a set consist- 
ing of loden, gold or light gray 
heather basic shades. The con- 
trasting color is also used for a 
stripe trim on the collar.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.— 
Brushed and bulky Orlons were 
in biggest demand at the fall 
Children’s Wear Show, May 
22-26, at the Benjamin Franklin 
Hotel. Sweater firms sales repre- 
sentatives characterized the show 
as satisfactory, reporting it either 
on a par with the comparable 
one last year or better, in sales. 
Department stores, especially, 
were said to be extra heavy buy- 
ers at the show. 

The firmly entrenched bulkies 
once more took the lion’s share 
of business. Cardigans sold well 
but it was the consensus that 
pullovers outsold cardigans by a 
ratio of about five to one. 

Solid colors were the most in 
demand, particularly gold in 
various. versions and _loden. 
These colors were shown by all 
sweater firms and were the ones 
the buyers wanted in addition 
to stone blue, charcoal and dark 
maroon. Also good were both 


vertical and horizontal stripe 
treatments. 

Favored collars and necklines 
were the shawl collar on both 
pullovers and cardigans, and the 
bateau or boat neckline on pull- 
overs. 

Wool was seen in some lines 
in lamb’s wool and Orlon blends, 
but Orlon was the chief fiber. 

In addition to the solid color 
sweaters and models with wide 
multi-color stripes, bulkies shown 
included jacquard plaids or ski 
patterns on the upper portion of 
the chest and overall diamond 
effects. 

Young Couture Line 

Regal Knitwear Co. showed 
a line of Young Couture sweat- 
ers that met with outstanding 
success, according to Joe Polin. 
Some of the models in this line 
of high fashion sweaters were a 
brushed pullover with “cup and 
saucer” neckline—that is a cowl 
type of collar set into a larger 
standaway cowl roll; a jacquard 
plaid with black cowl neck; a 
jumbo bulky cardigan done in 
a popcorn stitch had two-tone 
flat neckline.

Havenshire Knitwear Co., 
represented by Frank Albus, re- 
ported good response to its pull- 
overs with shawl collars, and 
sweaters with boat necks. Haven- 
shire showed Orlon and lamb’s 
wool and Orlon blends. 

Sweaters in solid colors of 
olive, gold and charcoal were in 
heaviest demand, Mr. Albus 
said. 

Bulky knit cardigans at In- 
fanta Knitting Milis featuring 
small collars, were shown in 
such high fashion colors as stone 
blue or green. David Mitchell, 
sales representative, reported 
brushed goods as a top selling 
item. Often seen on Infanta

All rights to the 
process in Britain are controlled 
by LC.L. and all yarns which 
have undergone the process in 
Britain are marketed as Crimp- 
lene. 


First Showing 

This was the first time the 
trade had shown Crimplene gar- 
ments and the styles shown were 
the first results of the two months 
old trade introduction of the 
yarns. They represented a glimpse 
of what is to come this autumn. 

In addition to displaying the 
tashion possibilities of the yarn, 
its soft drape and pleasant firm- 
ness, the show also emphasized 
the practical aspects. One of the 
lirst models shown, a gray and 
white spot jersey dress by Roter 
ina fabric by Jerseycraft, was 
washed, put through a wringer, 
tumble-dried and at the end of 
the parade re-donned by the 
same model. This was repeated 
at least four times in one day 
without any loss of smartness.

Outlined By FTC

predominance by weight. When 
a fiber trademark is advertised, 
the generic name of the fiber 
must appear in immediate con- 
junction with it at least once in 
the ad. 

All textiles subject to the Act 
which were manufactured after 
the effective date (March 3, 
1960) and which do not pro- 
vide the required information 
or which give wrong or mis- 
leading information will con- 
stitute a violation of the Act 
subject to action by the FTC. 

“Consumers should remem- 
ber,” Mr. Hannah added, “that 
a lack of the required informa- 
tion on a label does not neces- 
sarily indicate deception in the 
product, as it may be stock 
manufactured before the Tex- 
tile Act went into effect and 
thus exempt from the provis- 
ions of the law.” 

To aid consumers in under- 
standing the generic terms for 
manufactured textile fibers, the 
following list of properties of 
such fibers has been compiled 
by the Clothing and Housing 
Research Division of the United 


States Department of Agricul- 
ture’s Institute of Home Econ- 
omics and furnished to the 
Commission for inclusion in 
this release: 

Some of the fibers made en- 
tirely of chemicals, the acrylics, 
modacrylics, polyesters, and ny- 
lons, have been manufactured 
commercially for several years, 
and are widely used in the pro- 
duction of apparel fibers. Each 
of these fiber types contributes 
special characteristics to fab- 
rics, but they have the follow- 
ing qualities in common: 

1. Strength and resilience. 

2. Moth and mildew resist- 
ance. 

3. Sensitivity to heat; if 
pressing is needed, a cool iron 
or a press cloth should be used. 

4. Dimensional stability; they 
resist shrinking or stretching. 

5. Pleat retention, because of 
thermoplastic qualities. 

6. Tendency to accumulate 
static electricity in dry, cold 
weather. 

7. Non - absorbency; this 
makes them easy to wash and 
quick drying. 

8. Resistance to non - oily 
stains, but body oils and per- 
spiration penetrate the fiber 
and are hard to remove.

are used by cleaners and dyers 
in delivering dry-cleaned ap- 
arel to homes. It is felt that 
with the trend towards self-se- 
lection increasing in the sale of 
swim suits, many swimwear 
makers may find this type of 
covering more desirable for 
swim suits than the conven- 
tional box. Not only does the 
poly film wrapping over the 
suit permit ready visual exam- 
ination, but close inspection 
and handling of the fabric is 
permitted by the opening at the 
bottom of the bag. This bag is 
similar to the contour wrapping 
for sweaters and knit shirts 
previously noted, except that it 
does not conform to the shape 
of the garment.

sheeting.” 

‘He pointed out that many 
stores have indicated that boxes 
will not be necessary since ade- 
quate shipping protection 
provided for by the plastic en- 
velope itself.

of place, a phonograph needle is 
used to perform the same func- 
tion. This is set at four mils, 
the double thickness of the plas- 
tic, and will stop the machine if 
so much as a hair over that 
passes through the seal. 

When more than one item is 
packaged in one unit, it was 
found that sometimes flat sealing 
caused disarrangement. To solve 
this, Carbert machines are now 
constructed so they may be 
adjusted to a 40 degree angle by 
means of a hand operated hy- 
draulic jack. And in many 
instances, workers find it easier 
with the conveyor belt in an 
easel position. 

Another innovation on Car- 
bert equipment this year is a 
variable speed control that will 
step up the operation from 800 
to 1,400 inches per minute. This 
is also a simple hand adjust- 
ment. By turning a crank, the 
distance between the two drive 
pulleys is expanded or con- 
tracted while at the same time 
the diameter of the pulleys them- 


selves is increased or diminished 
thereby changing the ratio be- 
tween drive and motor. 

Mr. Hewson said there has 
been a marked increase in the 
number of small firms turning 
to automatic sealing equipment 
and that Carbert would manu- 
facture and sell fifty machines 
this year. 

A Poly Bag Sealer sells for 
about $3,650. The company has 
its own finance plan whereby a 
purchaser can pay one-third 
down with payments on the 
balance extended over a 12 or 18 
month period with interest at 
six percent. There are also leas- 
ing companies for such equip- 
ment and the terms are usually 
based on getting the cost in 
rentals over a three year period, 
with the option of buying the 
sealer at a nominal figure.

category amounted last year to 
487,192 pounds, valued at $1,- 
908,468. Because goods of this 
description usually involve 
handwork in the application of 
embellishment, duties are high 
and amount to 42% percent ad 
valorem. Japanese exporters 
have, however, scaled this tariff 
barrier to the extent of sending 
into the American market last 
year approximately 75 percent 
of our total poundage in this 
classification. Such exports 
from Japan were valued at $1,- 
245,000. Italy was second, with 
$317,000 of such exports. 

Import Valve 

The total value of all im- 
ports in the foregoing categor- 
ies during the past year was 
$5,348,071, excluding the un- 
known amount in the new 
classification of sweaters valued 
over $10 per pound, this being 
unknown, according to Mr. 
Korzenik’s analysis. 

The Association directors, 
besides expressing anxiety over 


the wool classifications includ- 
ed in the Geneva list, are grave- 
ly concerned about the inclus- 
ion of knitted outerwear made 
of synthetics and silk. These 
are: 

e Knitted outerwear made 
wholly or in chief value of syn- 
thetic fibers: This is a sensitive 
area because of the recent and 
substantial production of acry- 
lic fiber in Japan, and because 
Japanese full-fashioned sweat- 
ers made of such acrylics have 
already appeared on the Amer- 
ican market at prices substanti- 
ally lower than would be possi- 
ble under American manufac- 
turing conditions. Acting upon 
the threat presented in_ this 
area, the Association petitioned 
the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce to gather ad- 
ditional information on imports 
in this category made of acry- 
lics as against other kinds of 
synthetics. But such changes 
are ordinarily instituted only at 
the end of a calendar period. 
The application was not acted 
upon before the beginning of 
this year. Duties levied on this 
synthetic outerwear group are

e Knitted outerwear wholly or 
in chief value of silk, inciuding 
knitted outerwear. 

Also inciuded in the list are 
knitted fabrics of wool, cotton 
and synthetic fibers. Wool knit- 
ted fabrics are now subject to 
a duty of 372 cents per pound 
plus 20 percent ad valorem; 
cotton fabrics to a duty of 30 
percent on value; and synthetic 
labrics to a duty of 25 cents 
per pound plus 25 percent. 

No wool yarns are included 
in the list except those made 
wholly or in chiet value of an- 
gora rabbit hair. But cotton 
yarns will be up for consider- 


ation at Geneva; and so _ will 
filament and = spun synthetic 
yarns. 


The industry’s chief worry 
centers on the great and grow- 
ing influx of sweaters trom 
Japan. Japanese sweater im- 
ports increased in 1959 when 
there were actually shipped 
from Japan more sweaters than 
was commonly understood to 
be the limit announced by the 
Japanese Government for such 
exports to the United States. 


The Japanese official \plan- 
ation was that there had been 
a misunderstanding about its 
previously announced  uota, 
and that the quota had been in- 
tended to cover only sweaters 
made entirely of wool, whereas 
the announced figures included 
both those made entirely of 
wool and those made of wool 
blends. 

Nevertheless, apprehension 
in knitted outerwear circles has 
not been diminished by this ex- 
planation. It has, rather, been 
aggravated by the fact that the 
explanation was offered after 
the event and not before and by 
actual damage caused to the in- 
dustry’s price structure. The 
market is also disturbed by the 
refusal of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to make known the 
actual monthly shipments com- 
ing under the quota even as 
presently explained. The month- 
ly figures on sweater shipments 
which are announced by the 
Japanese Government are ad- 
mittedly not directly related to 
the quota. 

The Association, in prepara- 
tion for this new tariff crisis,

of the industry’s production of 
full- fashioned sweaters. These 
figures have never been previ- 
ously available, and without 
them the Government has not 
been in a position accurately to 
iudge the proportion of foreign 
imports of goods of the same 
character made domestically. 
The fact is, as Mr. Korzenik’s 
memorandum points out, for- 
eign imports are almost entirely 
fully - fashioned, and compari- 
sons to general production in 
the United States have been 
misleading. With the facts now 
for the first time available on 
full-fashioned production in the 
United States, the Association’s 
presentation at the hearings 
will make possible for the first 
time showing how large a com- 
petitive area full-fashioned 
sweaters Japan and other im- 
porters have come to occupy. 

Under the present extension 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ment Act, Congress has im- 
posed certain restrictions upon 
the President’s power to negoti- 
ate new reductions. Duty cuts 
may proceed only in stages now 
by any one of the following 


three alternative methods: 

1. Reducing the rate existing 
on July 1, 1958 (which is in 
nearly all cases the present 
rate) by not more than 20 per- 
cent, provided that no more 
than a 10 percent reduction 
may be made effective in any 
one year; or 

2. Reducing the rate of July 
1, 1958 by not more than two 
percentage points ad valorem 
(or its ad valorem equivalent in 
the case of a specific rate or a 
combination of ad valorem and 
specific rates); and the reduc- 
tion in any one year under this 
alternative may not exceed one 
percentage point; or 

3. Reducing to 50 percent 
ad valorem (or its equivalent) 
a rate in excess of that level, 
provided the reduction is limit- 
ed to one-third of the total re- 
duction in any one year.

Israel Knitwear Industry Launching 
Big Export Drive Through Mill Pools 


TEL AVIV, Israel — While 
plans are underway for launch- 
ing the 1960-61 export campaign 
some time in September, the 
Israeli knitwear industry is un- 
dergoing a basic reorganization 
aimed at producing more, cut- 
ting costs and diverting to for- 
eign markets a larger share of 
its roughly $7,000,000 yearly 
output. 

Though the number of fac- 
tories and workshops aggregates 
160, with a labor force of about 
1,500, the major part in this 
vigorous effort will be played 
by 25 larger, well-equipped es- 
tablishments which employ 
nearly 800 workers and which in 
1959 sold abroad about $1.5 
million worth of knitwear, in- 
cluding $350,000 of direct ex- 
ports to the U. S. and some 
$306,000 of local exports; i.e. 
sales to visiting U. S. and other 
tourists who pay in foreign cur- 
rency. 

The industry hopes during 
the coming 1960-61 season to 
export $2.5 million worth of 
knitwear, i.e. $1 million more 
than last year, of which at least 
$600,000 will go to the U. S. 
The target for 1963 is $5 million 
and manufacturers are confident 
that it will be reached. 

To implement the goal a 
series of export pools are being 
established. The biggest report- 
edly includes eight factories. 
While each retains its autonomy 
in production facilities and local 
sales, the group will offer abroad 
a joint series of samples consist- 
ing of models representing indi- 
vidual creations of each partici- 
pant. The appointment of joint 


sales representatives in each 
country or area is aimed at cut- 
ting agents fees and achieving a 
higher degree of sales efficiency, 
Each pool member will share in 
the expenses of the publicity 
which will back the campaign, 

Three other similar pools are 
being set up. They will incor- 
porate five, three and three fac- 
tories respectively, and will be 
organized along similar lines. 
This means that 19 or 20 of the 
leading establishments will some- 
how merge their export activi- 
ties, leaving a few outsiders that 
sell abroad through local whole- 
salers. 

Each poo! aims at a minimum 
export figure of about $400,000 
yearly. All have by now ap- 
pointed their foreign representa- 
tives. 

The pools are also a necessity 
dictated by the growing demand 
for Israel knitwear, a high offi- 
cial explained. “Foreign markets 
order increasing quantities which 
individual manufacturers can no 
longer supply,” he explained. 
“We therefore envisage the es- 
tablishment of a few more fac- 
tories.” 


The foundations of the local 
knitwear industry were laid after 
1934 when the nascent nazism 
led Jewish factory owners to flee 
from Germany, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia and to settle in 
Palestine. 


Local factories are using 
mainly foreign but also Israeli 
yarns, and they are being increas- 
ingly encouraged to put empha- 
sis on the latter, made out of

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imported wool. They are care- 
ful to renew industrial equip- 
ment so as to keep abreast of 
technical improvements and 
from France and Italy are ex- 
pected to be received in a near 
future. 

A close cooperation between 
the factory owners, the Manu- 
facturers Association the 
Ministry of Trade & Industry 
has produced a series of courses 
and seminars organized by the 
Efficiency Institute aimed at im- 


proving production methods and 
decreasing expenses. The creative 
part of the job is carried on by 
local fashion designers stemming 
from Hungary and Austria. 

Locally, the manufacturers, 
like most exporters, get a pre- 
mium on every dollar of ex- 
ported added value. On the other 
hand, they get raw materials 
and commit themselves to ex- 
porting part of their output, 
while the other part may be 
used for local sales. 


INDUSTRY’ s BOOK SHELF 


THE THIEF IN THE ware 
By Norman Jaspan 
and Hillel Black. 254 pages. 
J. P. Lippincott. Price $4.95 
Every now and then, one 

comes across startling statistics 

on major industries not included 
in the gross national product and 
on which data appear in none 
of the official government sur- 
veys. But they are immense in 
the extent of their operations 
and their volume runs into bil- 
lions. It is common knowledge 
that this is true of gambling, 
prostitution and a few others. 
The authors of “The Thief in 
the White Collar” have written 
an exposition on another of these 
little-known but extensive fields 
of enterprise — business dishon- 
esty. Omitting the low-end 
branch of the industry engaged 
in burglary or breaking and en- 
tering, this treatise is confined to 
individual enterprise of more 
decorous and respectable ap- 
pearance. It is concerned with 
thievery as conducted by the 
white collar class, and the latter 
group includes everyone from 
the lowly store clerk to top 
brass. Perhaps “brass” is the 
appropriate descriptive for all. 
The authors include sagas of 
many an official of church and 
school board, as well as bank, 
store, warehouse and factory, to 
show in what a diversity of lo- 
cale “The Thief in the White 

Collar” has practised his craft. 
These accounts would in 

themselves be no more valuable 

nor edifying than stories of this 
character appearing in the daily 
newspaper, but the most inter- 


esting aspect of white collar 
crime—jefined as larcenies in- 
volving -mbezzlement or breach 
of trust —is the extensiveness of 


such dishonesty and its business 


consequences. A volume of $5 
billion is estimated to be the 
total in kickbacks, payoffs, com- 
mercial bribes, “payolas,” etc. 
which the nation suffers annually. 
According to the authors, this 
abasement of business ethics has 
become considerably aggravated 
of late. And perhaps most seri- 
ous of all is the fact that many 
a firm has found itself in strait- 
ened circumstances by reason 
of the magnitude of the total 
depredations by embezzlers in 
the bosom of management. 

Mr. Jaspan and his father, 
I. A. Jaspan, have been identi- 
fied with a management con- 
sulting firm. It is their testimony 
that various forms of white col- 
lar peculations have sapped the 
strength of many a business or- 
ganization, and the author pre- 
scribes techniques for a system 
of “preventive” management. 

White collar crime in retail 
establishments is shockingly 
demonstrated by the follow- 
ing figures: According to the 
National Retail Merchants As- 
sociation, stores doing between 
$20 and $50 million a -year 
business in 1957 made a profit 
of 1.85 percent on sales, while 
“shortages” averaged 1.2 per- 
cent of sales. Figures furnished 
by insurance carriers issuing 
policies on employee fidelity are 
similarly alarming not only in 
their magnitude but in their rate 
of increase. There is abundant 
evidence here, as elsewhere, that 
we are in a period of slack 
morals, as was the case in other 
post-war periods. For those who 
must have things measured in 
economic terms in order to 
make them significant, it will 
be alarming to see how much of 
a burden dishonesty may be 
imposing upon our national 
economy.—S.S.K.
